I was hoping that I could be the first to publish the news that one of 
the new Wilderness Sierras was alive and well, however Rob, WA3ULH beat 
me to it! 


I received my Sierra on 12-26. It took a day to get the shack workbench 
cleaned off (we had a small, low yield nuclear detonation a month ago, 
and the place was a mess!) before I could begin parts inventory. This 
took about 45 minutes. 


The work on the main board was complete it two sessions for a total of 
6 hours. I was not trying to play "speed demon" so this construction 
was done at a leisurely rate. 


The band modules (40 & 80 meters) took about 2 hours each. So, start to 
finish, main board and ONE band module was 8 hours (about twice the 
time that the NC-40A took). 


The initial tests were FB with the exception of 8 volts on pin 8 of U7. 
I could only get 7.2 volts here using both a battery and 13.8 volt AC 


supply. Doesn't seem to affect the performance at all. 


Alignment: I echo Rob's comments about the VFO inductor. I ended up 
taking one turn off the inductor to get the VFO to calibrate properly. 
I used the 40 mtr module to initially align the rig. The only other 
problem I encountered was extremely low receive sensitivity on 40 
meters. I was poking around the back of the module with my finger and 
all of a sudden the gain came up dramatically (I thought I'd see blood 
on the ear pads of my headphones!). I checked out the module but could 
find no cold solder joint. Instead I traced the problem to overcoupling 
on T-1. I had not installed the primary winding correctly..... using two 
passes thru the torridal inductor instead of only one. I removed one 
turn from T-1's primary and sensitivity was fine. 


The rest of the calibration went very well. I will end up putting this 
on some commercial test gear eventually (after I have built the other 4 
band modules). For the present, this calibration works FB and I will 
use this rig on SKN tomorrow night as well as some of the upcoming 
contests (check out Howie's, WA2COU, QRP Contesting column in NCJ). 


One comment about the variable bandpass Xtal filter: if you leave the 
ABX control cranked open wide (to left of center) you will end up 
hearing BOTH sidebands on the received signal. Tighten up the ABX 
control to about mid-point and this goes away. Tightening up the 
bandwidth also has the effect of reducing receiver gain, although I 
have no way of actually checking this until I get the rig into the lab 
on some commercial test gear. Midpoint on the ABX control gives me 
about the right kind or selectivity for my needs. Experiment with this 
and set it to suit your listening habits. (Note: hearing both sidebands 
is also common on the T-T Argo-II if the filter passband and bandwidth 
controls are not set properly, so console yourself that if it can 
happen on a $1200 radio, you're in good company!) 


The manual is exceptionally well written. One mistake that I caught and 
passed along to QRP Bob at Wilderness is C48 on the 40 meter 
module...the list says 2 capacitors (820 pf) while you need only ONE. 
This was a typo that crept in on the next to last rewrite of the 
manual. 


QRP Bob asked me to also pass along the fact that he received a small 
number of aluminum cased crystals for the Sierra. These cannot be 
soldered to via conventional means. If anyone has aluminum cases on 
their crystals for X-1 thru X-7, contact QRP Bob at Wilderness Radio 
(415) 494-3806 ASAP for replacements. 


To all of you awaiting your new Sierra kits from Wilderness, you WILL 
find them a FB rig. Styling is nice, manual is great, construction is 


foolproof (foolproof, yes. idiotproof, no!) and performance is 
outstanding. Wayne and QRP Bob are to be commended for the excellent 
job they have done with this kit. 


Happy New Year to all on the QRP-List, here's hoping that 1996 will 
bring better propagation, much new DX and all the prosparity you can 
handle.
